Hamlet. 
E d ito r H khai.d: I woulil like to 
Mi y o u a little of the history of thin 
wonderful play, Init time and space 
not permitting, I will content myself 
with a few dates. 
The earliest edition of Hamlet known 
to exist, is that of 1(503. It hears the 
following title: “Tra<;icnll Historic of 
Hamlet, Prince of Denmark, by Wil­ 
liam Shakespeare." Various editions 
were afterwards printed in K5H4-5-B 
and 11, and the whole of the plays of 
Shuki'sjM'are were printed together in 
1112.3, and called the “folio” edition. 
The Hamlet of the "folio” is cer­ 
tainly an improvement on the Hamlet 
of tli«* edition of 1(503. This latter edi­ 
tion was most likely, as Mr. Callier 
says, re-written and certainly correct­ 
ed by Shakespeare, before his death, 
and under altered circumstances and 
in a different state of mind. 
Mr. Callier and other writers have 
asserted that another play called 
"Hamlet” existed before ¡Shakespeare 
wrote his. 
Hut this idea, perhaps, 
comes from the "Historve ot Humh- 
let,” written by a Frenchman named 
Bellelorest, or perhaps from some “me- 
diaevel histories,” which mention the 
name of Hamlet or Amleth. 
Some 
writers assert that Shakespeare took 
the groundwork of his tragedy from the 
history of Saxo Grammaticus, who 
says Hamlet was the son of Harven- 
diil, Prince of Jutland and 15th King 
of Denmark after Damis. 
This is 
probably correct. 
This sublime play—surpassed by 
none other—except perhaps, his own 
Henry IV., in which the ingenious 
and wonderful mind of Shakespeare 
has capped the pinnacle:, of his own 
towering imagination—was presented, 
a few nights since at the theatre, by 
Mr. Piercy. in this sketch Í simply 
purpose to give a few thoughts on the 
very creditable rendition of this diffi­ 
cult character by that gentleman. 
Inthctirst appearance of Hamlet 
on the stage, he says to himself in an­ 
swer to the hypocritical salutation of 
the Kiug:"A little more than kin, and 
less than kind.” The rendition of this 
was not worthy of Mr. Piercy, it led 
us to drink in the idea of relationship, 
but not so. The King has called him 
eonxin. Hamlet replies: 
“A little more than kin! By this he 
means u little more than eomin. 
The King adds,—“and my soir” 
Hamlet says, aside, “less than 
kind.” This word should certainty be 
pronounced kj/nd, and means that he 
is not of the same bad nature as the 
King. Ben. Jonson uses this word in 
this sense in many of his writings. 
The soliloijuy after the exeunt in this 
scene, is sublime, indeed, and is the 
entering wedge of the solemn scene 
of Hamlet, which soon breaks out, 
lirst in fury and then in madness. 
The rendition of the first line was 
certainly not correct. There should 
be a strong emphasis on the second 
"too,” otherwise why do we have it, 
the measure could be tilled out as 
well by any other syllable. 
The 
speech on the whole, was not render­ 
ed well. The words, to be sure, came 
full and round, but the beauty and 
strength of this passage, lies rather in 
the pauses and periods, than in the 
words. 
Like the lingering sadness of 
the "Last Hope,” it is not so much the 
viitxic as the time. 
Again, in the conversation between 
Hamlet, HoraUo, Marcellas and Ber­ 
nardo, about the ghost, Horatio tells 
Hiimlet that the ghost ap]icared in 
"arms;” and after some further con­ 
versation Hamlet says: 
" A r m ’d s a y y o u ? ” 
This sentence was uttered really 
without any reterence to its real mean­ 
ing. This question as asked has un­ 
doubted reference to the ghost, unil 
not as to manner in which Horatio 
anil Marcelina prepared to hold their 
watch. Hamlet shows that ho was 
thinking of the ghost by his anticpia- 
tion of its second coming, and with 
his mind full of Horatio’s description, 
says: 
"Hold you the watch to-night?” 
and, indeed, all these minute ques­ 
tions are asked, not under excitement, 
but from out the quiet o f u mind full 
o f thought. 
"Thou com’st in such questionable 
shape.” 
In the first scene where the ghost 
appears, Marcellus says: "question 
it." 
And we think this line just 
quoted, has reference to what Marcel­ 
lus says. It may bp a quextion wheth­ 
er this "question” means in a doubtful 
shape, or a shu)ie capable of being 
questioned. 
I think the latter, but it 
was not so rendered. 
We now come to the key to the 
whole tragercly. 
"O, my prophetic soul! mine uncle!” 
I will venture to say that there is 
but one man, out of all the Hamlets, 
great and small, which we have had 
or still have, who has ever rendered 
this line with any sense or show of 
meaning. This man is Booth. 
We have at the end of the second 
scene: 
M v father’s spirit In arms! all Is not well; 
1 doubt willin' foul play: woulil the night were 
conic. 
Till then ait still, luy soul. 
Foul needs will 
rise, 
Though nil 
the earth n’ci'wliem i- them lo 
m en ’s eyes. 


This is the tlrst muttering of I lie 
thiindcr-cloiid of suspicion, and why 
should it not burst with all its fury oil 
the uncle whom “ wicked speed” hur­ 
ries to "incestuous sheets.” 
This 
should not be rendered, us it always 
has been, us an exclamation of sur­ 
prise, because it is not a surprise for 
Hamlet to know that his mirle wus 
the villain, but should be rendered in 
the voice of suspicion continued. 
In the further speech of the Ghost, 
this line, 
“ O, horrible! O, horrible!” was 
spoken by Hamiet. This is incorrect, 
and should be left to the Ghost. No 
one but Garrick has ever appropriated 
this line when playing Hamlet. 
Considering Mr. Picrcy’s youth and 
inexperience and the company he had 
to sustain him, (Mrs. Duret excepted,) 
his rendition of this whole net— 
though filled with many difficult pas­ 
sages, pregnant with profound philoso­ 
phy and deep thought—was truly re­ 
markable. I was truly glad to near 
the good, ringing sound of " hern- 
sliaw,” in the room of our modern 
corruption “ hand-saw.” The distin­ 
guished commentator, Mr. Knight, 
recognized the fact 
that "hand­ 
saw ” is a corruption, although he 
adopts it. 
The celebrated soliloquy of Hamlet 
was also rendered with wonderfully 
good taste; accuracy and grace, and 
indeed, with one single exception, 
without an error. Judging from the 
subtle reasoning of this grand speech, 
it was evident that “ To die” and "To 
sleep,” are intended as synonymous 
terms; hut the doubt is in the "To 
dream.” “Ay, there’s the rub.” “ No 
more,” must lie taken as nothin;/ more, 
and is translated by some French 
commentator—1 think Guizot—rien 
«te pi un. This portion of the solilo­ 
quy was not rendered so as to convey 
this meaning. 
The scene which followed between 
Hamlet and Ophelia, cannot be too 
highly praised, and those of the audi­ 
ence who have seen Booth will bear 
me out in this assertion. 
The scene with the grave-digger was 
poorly played indeed. The most that 
can be said of this part is, that it was 
a iswr imitation of Forrest. Really, 
this is a brilliant part of Hamlet. The 
sudden transitions, from the thought 
of the grave and death suggested by 
the skulls, to the real levity of the 
tilt of words with the clown—when 
Hamlet, as it were, comes out of him­ 
self, asif wearied with his own strange 
and solemn meditations, und then 
suddenly back again to the contem­ 
plation of a death nearer to him—even 
the death of Yoriek—the sad lingering 
of the fond memory of his childhood. 
Oh! how exquisitely beautiful! 
I 
have seen Booth make his audience in 
this scene weep, laugh, and weep 
again. The worst portion of the acting 
is yet to come. 
Why in heaven’s 
name did Hamlet hand “poor Yor- 
Ick’s” skull to his friend Horatio? Oh, 
shocking! shocking! There is a world 
of meaning in the very throwing down 
of the skull, the very action is so nice­ 
ly fitted to the words. 
Hamlet is 
thinking of the noble deeds of the liv­ 
ing, the conquests of Alexander, the 
genius of Imperial Caesar, and yet 
the// must come to this, o stinking 
skull. My friend, Shakespeare always 
suits the action to the word, follow 
him.My readers of the “gown” would 
probabably be interested by curious 
facts concerning this “( Towner’s-quest 
law,” hut my space will not permit. 
Vide the case of the suicide of Sir 
James Hales, reported in l’lowden. 
Mr. Piercy should have encourage­ 
ment from all lovers of Shakespeare, 
for we shall be proud of him someday. 
We must have Hamlet again. 
Col. Forney’s Pres* is to be made up 
hereafter, like the New York Herida. 
Senator Sumner is to lecture on the 
“Unity of the Republic.”

H e r a l d : —A 11 “ epistle” 
from this th rifty neighborhood m ay 
not be wholly w ithout interest to the 
already num erous and fast-increasing 
patrons of the H e r a l d . 
The w riter 
hereof had 
occasion, yesterday, to 
travel through this part of ttu> coun­ 
ty, and will briefly pen some observa­ 
tions made while “on the wing.” 
Leaving Bos Angeles at an early 
hour in tin* m orning, your correspond­ 
ent had tlie pleasure of m aking the 
journey in the, to him. most enjoyable 
tim e of the day. 
The atm osphere was 
clear, tlie air invigorating, and “old 
S o l” im parted his radiating heat with 
just sufficient w arm th to tem per the 
soft, cooling breeze from the sea, alto­ 
gether m aking the ride over the inter­ 
vening plain, between Bos A n g e le s 
and San Gabriel river, exceedingly 
pleasurable and healthful. 
The extent and grandeur of the land­ 
scape and m ountain scenery presented 
to view, I will not attem pt to describe. 
Tlie countless herds of horses, cattle 
and sheep, which seem to lazily feed 
over the vast area of country in view 
from the top of the nirxa. east of I,os 
Angeles, give it a picturesque appear­ 
ance, such as an artist only can justly 
portray. 
As tlie “ Laguna R ancho” is ap­ 
proached so numerous seem tlie horses 
and cuttle that the novice, on his first 
tour through .Southern California, is 
led to believe tins to be, as it were, 
the great “ stoek-yard ” ofjthe conti­ 
nent, and tlie inquiry naturally sug­ 
gests itself, as to w hat the anim als 
feed upon. 
From the appearance of 
the ground at this tim e of tlie year, as 
one passes over it, he would suppose 
th a t no creature could subsist 011 the 
scanty pasturage afforded by sueli 
seemingly barren soil, but a glance at 
the plum p form and glossy coat of the 
sporting colt near him , soon dispels 
such a thought, and convinces him 
that this is par excellence a stock, as 
well as a fruit and flower country. 
This tract of country lying east of 
Bos Angeles is now 
undoubtedly 
profitable as a pasturage, and we hope 
soon under a more arproved system of 
irrigation to see transformed into a 
fruit and grain producing district, and 
thickly studed w ith the cosy home of 
the farmer. Crossing the Sun Gabriel 
the Bos Nietos country is entered, and 
011 every lm ud is seen the fruits of the 
energy and industry of the farmer. 
Corn, barley, and all tlie vegetables 
seem to have been grown in great 
abundance. 
Three or four years ago 
tiiis entire district was com paratively 
uninhabited. It is now thickly sotted 
upon, and nearly every irrigable acre 
under thorough cultivation. A greater 
transform ation in so short a tim e is 
seldom seen. 
G allatin, seems a city 
in eiiibryo, having a representation 
of most of ¿lie trades and professions, 
and other features that enter into the 
m ake-up of more pretentious towns. 
Its school building is especially cre­ 
ditable to its people. Tlie establish­ 
m ent of a hotel would seem to be the 
greatest need of tlie place just now.

After 
the railroad is finished to San Bernar­ 
dino it will he a greater inducement to 
the mcrcliants in Arizona, to ship by 
way of Los Angeles.

The difference in tlu* 
costs of freights to the merchants and 
miners of Arizona, would be from thir­ 
ty to forty dollars per ton. The steps 
takon hy* Ward ik Co. are most com­ 
mendable,

Tlie Irrlxalor* Convention. 
Delegates from all parts of the coun­ 
ty met at Gallatin on theUth instant, 
to take into consideration the water 
interosi of tlu* county, and to lnemoral- 
ize tlu* Legislature. 
Representative Higbie was elected 
President, and briefly stated the ob­ 
jects of tile meeting. J. A. Walker 
was made Secretary. Short and terse 
speeches were made by Gen. Raldwin 
and Col. Peel. 
W. W. Maxwell made a few re­ 
marks sup]K>rling tlie appointment 
of water commissioners, and recom­ 
mending other enactments to better 
regulate the water interests. He pro­ 
posed that 
I. Laws should he enacted declaring 
public all water courses that rise on 
public lands; and that they be spread 
to their utmost capacity. 
. 
II. The lands should define* the pow­ 
ers of it Board of Water Commission­ 
ers, in developing, extending, and 
limiting tlu* spread of water to such 
an area of land as can be well watered. 
This Board should see that the water 
la* noi spread to a limit that will be 
dctermcntul to the property and rights 
first established by use. 
III. The Commissioners should 
have power to create rules and regula­ 
tions for the government of all 
streams and ditches in their respective 
townships, and to govern the price of 
water according to tlu* expense of dis­ 
tribution, ami to fix tlu* price threreof. 
IV. A law should he enacted mak­ 
ing it a criminal offence, and attaching 
a penalty of $(>0, to obstruct any 
stream, «fitch, or reservoir that is used 
for irrigating, and contracted by a 
Board of Commissioners and over­ 
seers. 
V. The law should define the fees of 
commissioners for services rendered on 
such ditches. 
VI. The commissioners should navo 
power to condemn land for ditches and 
reservoirs, when the right of way is 
not granted by the proper owner of 
such land. 
VII. They should have power to 
levy a lalHir tax on each land-holder, 
on all public ditches through which 
persons obtain water, cither to repair 
or construct tlie same, and to enforce a 
fine of 8:4 upon all delinquents. 
VIII. A State law should he enact­ 
ed to provide for reclaiming dry, bar­ 
ren lands, as well as overflowed swamp 
lands, and to encourage planting tim­ 
ber on all public ditches, such being 
conducive to rain. 
IX. A State law should he enacted 
encouraging tlu* development of water, 
to-wit: that all land so irrigated, in 
excess of that irrigated in 1H7.'1, shall 
Ik* exempt from State and county tax 
for 20 years. 
Mr. John T. Gordon road an address, 
which had in main been previously 
delivered. This address wus given in 
full yesterday. 
The meeting then adjourned for 
dinner.

Another Big Vine.

A. J. Boyer, editor of the Oakland 
Torchlight, has heen rusticating in 
Ventura county, and thus describes a 
big grape-vine he has discovered, In 
the columns of his journal: 
Ventura can boast of a grape-vine 
which, though not isiual in size nor in 
;e to the celebrated Santa Barbara 
ne, surpasses probably any other 
vineoflike age in the world in size, 
vigor of growth, beauty and fructifica­ 
tion. It has only been known to the 
natives, and the civilized world, so to 
speak, knew nothing of its existence 
until a few months ago. 
It is located 
tm the banks of the Ventura river, 
about five niiles from the Mission, and 
in what is called “Venturacañón," and 
is owned by a Spaniard named Morago, 
i visito*! this mammoth vine a few 
days ago, and was confronted by the 
same obstacles in my search after its 
history, which have for so many years 
embarrassed strangers who visited the 
Montecito, viz: the inability of the 
owner to speak English, or, rather, 
the inability of his family to do so; 
for Sefior Morago, the Spanish “lord 
of the manor,’’ was absent from home 
on the occasion of my visit. I am 
told that he speaks English quite 
lluently; and T regret that I was un­ 
able to obtain an interview with him, 
touching this wonderful grape vine. 
But I saw the vine, measured it myself, 
and ate grapes off its prolific tendrils. 
Its trunk measures ten inches in di­ 
ameter, and rises majestically and 
symmterieally from the ground to a 
height of about eight feet, when it 
branches out in every direction, over 
trestle-w'ork supported by upright 
posts, fixed in the ground at intervals, 
the thrifty, running tendrils form 
ing a network which is dense­ 
ly 
covered 
with 
the 
luscious 
fruit, hanging in immense clusters 
from the trellises over your head. A 
comparison of this vine with that of 
Santa Barbara shows that it approaches 
that famous vine in many respeets. 
The Santa Barbara vine is about fifty 
inches in circumference in the thick­ 
est place, while this Ventura vine 
measures about thirty-one inches, be­ 
ing about five inches*in excess of the 
celebrated vine of Fnntainbleau in 
France, and which until now, was 
supposed to be the largest in the world, 
exceptingof course the Montecito vine. 
The trails of the latter vine measure 
80 yards in circumference; this vine of 
Veutura measures 60 yards, and rises 
in height equul to the Santa Barbara 
vine. In proportion to its size it bears 
as much fruit as the bigger vine. But 
the most remarkable feature of the 
Ventura vine is the fact that it is only 
about sixteen years old, while that at 
Santa Barbara is eighty years. The 
approach to this wonderful vine is con­ 
venient, and the drive from the town 
an exceedingly fine and attractive one. 
I believe this is the first description of 
this large vine which lias ever appear­ 
ed in print, and 1 hope that tourists, 
travellers and pleasure-seekers, will 
not fail to pay it a visit if they should 
take in this lovely Ventura region, as 
Í have done in my ramblings down 
the coast.

He got out 500 pounds 
on that day, and on Tuesday last came 
into Yuma with abouL 125 pounds of 
it in a sack, which after having been 
tested by experienced miners, was de­ 
clared to be 75 per cent, silver, show­ 
ing galena, copper and silver. Its 
owner thinks that when the lend shall 
have been gone down on to the water 
level, a man* of aim out pore silver will 
be reached. 
We sincerely hop** so. Alvinzn Hay­ 
ward, one of the wealthiest men In 
California to-day, was once down to 
his last sack of beans before lie struck 
the famous Hayward mine that lias 
since yielded him so great a harvest of 
dollars; and Alvah Smith was nearly 
in the same condition before capriei- 
ons fortune adopted him into her 
grand family on Monday last. 
Rock from the now famous “Alvina” 
lode has been sent to Kail Francisco 
for assay there. 
Here, then, is a chance for the capi­ 
talists to invest in numbers of just 
such mines, to be found in Southern 
Arizona, owned by men glad to make 
almost any kind of a bargain.
